alike in its leading or editorial articles 
and in its reports of public affairs.” 
Those who know Mr Francis will under- 
stand what attention is to be given to 
any mean hidden suggestion that in his 
magisterial capacity he might, could 

would, or should have been influenced 
by such on opinion, whoever it camo 
from and however carefully it may have 
been pronounced as if with a view to 
mislead him away from that standpoint 
from which alone the points of the case 
could be properly surveyed. We should 
ourselves be slow indeed to give such o 
suggestion the slirhtest regard; but 
we must shy that we are surprised and 
disappointed in the extreme at the course 
Mr cis has adopted in dealing with 
the twenty-six scoundrels he had before 
him yesterday. Ho has not shown, we 
elieve, that. regard for public safety, 
that appreciation of the high duty 
and privilege of a Magistrate, to be 
a tertor to evil-deers, that might have 
boen expected from a man occupy- 
ing the responsible position be holds 
now for a time; and he has also 
evinced, as we read it, a disregard for 
the Law on the subject, (ive will not 
say an ignorance of it) which somewhat 
astounds us. he facts of the case ore 
still fresh in thy minds of our readers ; 
it is not. necessary to recapitulate them 
here in their entirety. We shall forsake 
the full narrative form and shall give 
only those of them necessary to our 
argument, that is those which alone 
ought to have been suflicient ground for 
any Magistrate recommending to the Go- 
vernor the deportation of these men for a 
term of five years, in default of their find- 
ing security to appear to answer any 
charge to be made against them in respect 
of their recent remarkably suspicious 
proceedings. We make bold to say that 
thero is not one Magistrate who 
has held a sent upon the Magisterial 
Boneh here for many years past, eave Mr 
Francis, who would have taken upon him- 
self the responsibility of allowing these 
men to leave the Court and go forth free, 
“there being not a tittle of evidence 
against them,” as he said—‘ without 
o stain on their character” as it wero— 
to work again their nefarious schemes 
in and about the waters of this Colony 
and the South-China Seas. Let us _re- 
call to mind the facts as they were before 
the Court. While the Lowen was on 
her way from Singapore to this port, 
certain conversation between some of 
the passengers was overheard by a man 
on board who reported it to the compra- 
dore, which conversation was not com- 
patible or consistent with any other state 
of facts than that a large number of 
the passengers from Singapore were 
pirates, prepared with arms and every- 
thing required for such o desperate un- 
dertaking, to piratically seize the ship, 
The Singapore passengers were put 
under scrutiny with that utmost care 
which alone the extreme peril of the 
situation could inspire; and twenty-six 
of them were fount unprepared to give 


the slightest account of themselves; 


avery adjudication to that effect shall be 
made in open Court and reported forth- 
with to His Excellency; and such 
Chinese not finding such security 
shall be deemed a person dangerous 
to the pence of the Colony within 
the meaning of Ordinance No. & of 
1852.” The Ordinance of the previous 
year referred to in the above runs to the 


j effect that “His Excellency in Council 


may by order under his hand, prohibit 
any person not being a natural-born or 
natnralised subject of Her Majesty from 
residing or being within this Colony 
during any space of time not exceeding 
five years,” and by Section 11 of No. 4 
of 1871, (‘an ordinance to amend the 
Laws relating to persons dangeroee to 
the peace and good order of the Colony”) 
it is further provided that His Excellency 
in Council, “may by the same or any 
subsequent order under his hand fix the 
time for the departure of such person | 
from the Colony.” The section follow- | 
ing that quoted above provides, og a 
penalty for disobedience to or violation 
of order of banishment, which is that he 
shall be adjudged “guilty of a mis- 
demeanour and upon conviction thereof 
before the Supreme Court shall be liable 
to imprisonment with or withont hard 
labour for any period not exceeding one 
year,” the ‘Magistrate by the same 
section being given power to deal 
summarily with the case. in all cases 
swhere the prisoner shall plead guilty to 
such charge, instead of committing the 
prisoner for trial at the Supreme Court. 

‘Taking the whole facts as we have 
them before us, and as the Court had 
them before it, we say of ourselves, and 
the community generally, believes in- 
dependently of us, that the case was one 
in which the Law should have been 
carried out in its entirety and with the 
utmost severity. As it is, the prosecu- 
tion has proved a miserable fiasco; a 
decision has been given, as we believe, 
contrary to law and contrary to justica; 
and it is-one that must do grievous 
harm, encouraging the lawless marau- 
ders to higher flights and bolder ond 
more bloody schemes, and destroying 
utterly the confidence of traders and pas- 
sengers in these seas, which was just 
coming to be established.

imprisonment by Mr Francis bas creatod 
some comment. There appesrs to be an 
idea abroad that the Acting Police Magi- 
strate exceeded bis power, and that siz 
mouths’ bard labour is the utmost sentence 
ore Magistrate can give. There is not a 
vestige of foundation for auch a bellof. The 
clause in the Ordinanco is as clear on the 
point as possible. Section 41 of Ordinance 
No. 4 of 1865 is as follows :— 


“ Whoaoevor shall be convicted upon an 
information far a common assault shall be 
liable, at the diacretion of the court, or of 
& Police-Magiatrate, to be imprisoned for 
any term not exceeding one yoar, with or 
without bard labour.” 


We are not aware whether tho facts or 


any of them, which we now refer to, were | & 


or were not within the Migistrate’s know 
ledge, but they seom to us to carry the 
prisoner entirely outside the pale of pity 
and to justify toa very great degree the 
scntcncs passed which might have struck 
a cursory reader as somewhat sovers, The 


man now sentenced, Williams, is a bully 
and a loafer who was deported from Yoko- 
hama and has jast sorvod a sentence of 
three months in the Gaol bere, He applied 
for lodgings in the Gaol as a Destitute. 
the Superintendent of the Gaol reported 
that tho man’s bebaviour while in Gaol had 
been of the worst possible desoription ; if 
the nan wae a destitute american seaman, 
aa he represented bimeelf to be, be should be 
teferred to the Vonsul for the United States; 
as tho Buperintendent of the Gaol did not 
want to bare sich a disorderly person aa 
this man within the walls of bis establis’ - 
mont azain uplees under a co: victioa fur 
being a rogue and a vagabond. The next 
wo hear of Williams is that he was {arned 
out of the consulate neck ani crup. Of 
euch bright speciinens of humanity are 
those who respectively brought and sup- 
ported the lying charge against Col 
Mosby, the other day. Lattorly vo boar 
of some unprovoked aasaults by this bully, 
one ona clvilian who was knocked down 
and does not appear in tho case, the other 
op one of the Muitary Police who gave him 
in obarge. For this he has been smartly but 
we thivk not too severely sentenced. The 
pence loving community, those who have 
respect for law and order, will be the last 
to complain of any disteputabo bully, 
whatever his natioa, being handled by the 
Court with that rouguoess the caso de- 
mands. Aa elephants are not to be tickled 
with etraws, 60 are hardened blackguards 
not to be soared by a month in gaol.

ALLEGED SLAVERY IN HONG 
KO. 


In the House ¢f Lords on the 18th June, 
Lard Stanley of Alterley rose to call the 


_| attention of tha Hones to the differences of 


opinion between the 4ttorney-Genoral and 
the Governor of Hongkong, and between 
the Attorney-General and the Chief Jéstice 
of Hongkong, aa to the purchase and deten- 
tion of children and so-called domestic 
servitude In Hongkong ; and to the report 
of the Commissioners appointed by the 
Governor of Hongkong to inquire into the 
working of the Contagious Diseases Or- 
dinance of 1867. Hie lordehtp said :—In 
calling your lordships’ attention to thia 
subject i ahall not have cccasion to remark 
upon anything more ur sat than the 
condnet of eome:of the police and officials 
of Hongkong. Iam going to -confine my- 
relf to the treatment of the Chinene, and to. 
complain of tha conduct of some policé| 
officials, and I shall ask the Secretary of 
Sta o to support the report of Mr Pope 
Hannesay’s Commissioners. The papers to 
which I ask attention are reports of Com- 
missioners appointed by the Governor of 
Hongkong in November 1877 to inquire 
into the working of the '‘ontagious Diseases 
Ordinances. I am glad of this opportunity 
of testifying to the good service rendered 
in this matter by the Governor, Mr Pope 
Hennessy, since tre colonial newspapera 
have lately attacked him fr disturbing that 
colony, and if the other matters which he 
has disturbed, aud for which be has been 
complained of, are like the abusea reported 
in these papers, he is deserving of the 
highest praise. This report has beon latd 
before the other House on a motion of Mr 
Stansfeld. That right bon. gentleman is 
the strongest opponent of the Acts in 
question ; hitherto [ have been in favour of 
them, but theae Acta will become impossible 
if they are to be aceompauicd by the 
tyrauny and official corruptibn sst forth in 
this report; a tyranny whioh has for its 
object to increase the revenue, and not the 
sanitary objects which could alone justify 
the parsing of these Acts aud Ordinances, 
lhe report statea (p. 26) that it was shown 
“that revenue would be de ived from the 
tainted sources of prostitution ainongat the 
Chinese, while it bad bean decided not to 
enforce against the houses forthe Chin so 
only those sanitary clauses of the Ordinance 
which formed its only ratson d'étre.” ‘Ibis 
statement of the report is confirmed by the 
large sum mentjoned—-$111,149 profit— 
which bas accrued to the ovlonisl treasur, 
from this source from 1857 to 1877. It is 


this raising of revenue, of liceusing and o: 
recognising as a condition or profession, 
which is demoralising, and which bas made 
this system so hatefulin France. When 
Vespasian replied to the remonstancos of 
his more scrupulous and sensitive son, 
“ Non olet nummus,” he referred to mate- 
rial, not to moral taint. The raising of 
revenue, moreover, always brings with it 
the use of informers and spies. These, 
again, are most hateful in France, and it 
resorted to in this country the Acts would 
uot be tolerated any longer. But at Hong- 
kong spies and informers have flourished 
beyond anything known olsewhere, Some 
of the metropolitan police have been drafted 
off to Hongkong to assist io the pursuit of 
unfortunate women, and higher officials 
appear to have joined in the chase, as a 
pine apparentiy, Such is the terror 

pired by these ioformers that in 1877 
two women in trying to escape from them 
fell over the roofs of their honees, and were 
killed outright. The inquest on them gave 
rise to this inquiry. In other years several 
womenrisked their lives by esosping through 
windows from the inspectors, and several 
were severely Injured by fall It is the 
practles of those informers to offer marked 
dollars to Chiacse women, and if accepted 
to prosecute them; though the report 
atates that there fs “most serious sus 
pioiun whether the money was not placed 
by tho informers whero the inapeotor 
could find it, or that it was not given 
for the purposes subsequently deposed to.” 
The report also atates that in 1861 the aot. 
ing Registrar-General personally acted as 
detective and secured a conviction by means 
of » Earopean constable. In the fol'owing 
yeira woman was fined by the aolion, as 
informers and detectives, of the inspector, 
8 policeman, and. the balliff of the Supreme 
Court, This bailiff of the Supreme Court 
had received a diamond ring'from this wo- 


either of having received 8 bribe, or else 
what is worse, of having betrayed a woman 
to whom he was indebted. It is not clear 
on what grounds the woman waa fined, as 
‘the ueual order of things was reversed in 
this case, as she had given instead of re- 
ceiving the diamond ring, and the report 
doea not state in whose possession the 
diamond rng remained eventually, though 
it complains of the police for illegally, de» 
privinog the women of money which had 
bean given to them, Such is the haphazard 
way of proceeding of these informers, and 
so much do they invade, and break into 
private houses, that in 1872 and 1874 tho 
inspectors arrested three girls; subse- 
uently it was proved oonclusively that 
they were. immaculate-and innocent, aad 
had never been otherwise later on. I would 
ask whother Inspectors Horton and White- 
head, who figured in these effaire, had be- 
longed to the Metropolitan Police? The 
report dwells at length on tho great dif- 
ference between the Chinese houses and 
those used by Furopeans, and on the fact 
that the Obiness houses are not dealt with 
from a sanitary point of view, and it re- 
commends that they should continue ta be 
let alone, and therefore not be subjected 
to taxation, ‘But, it ts aaid,. Jt is in the 
interest of philanthropy that these Ohinoze 
houses should be licensed, for the sake of the 
protection of Chinese women and children. 
No such protection, however, has been 
affcrded by the police, and the Attorney 
Goneral refused to oxtend his protection, 
when tt was required, and bad been called 
for by the Governor of. Hongkong. A 
Chinaman,. under stress of poverty,’ had 
sotd his danghter, . aged aix years, to an- 
othor Chinese, in October, 2877 ; in 1878 
he glaimed her back, having reason to fear 
that the purchaser was going to sell her 
and ship her away to another port. The 
father peti:loned the Governor for the re 
atoration of his child, the purchaseralnopoti~ 
tion him against being deprived of the child, 
The Governor called the attention of the 
Attorney-General to what ‘appeared to him 
to be an illegal transaction. “The Attorney 
Genetal denied that there was any Mlegality,

there were ten thotsand slaves iu Hong- 
kong; and tbat all slavery—domestic, 
agrarian, or for immoral purposes—co ue8 
within one and the s:me catesory, te 
als> inflicted somo very heavy sentences of 
eighteon montha with hard labour on two 
women for detaining a boy of thirteen, 
‘he Chief. Justice also expressed his 
wish for the cominittat to trial, aud for the 
opportunity of sentencing a druggist who 
had bought an orphan bey f r seven‘eon 
and a-balf dollara, who had reirminod with 
him as bis servant about twonty days. 
The Chinese Committes, members and 
leading merchants then presented a petl- 
thon, which very ably stated all the facts cf 


Beubject which has been looked upon with 


such diff: ent eyes by the Attorney-eneral 
and the Chief Justice, and Dr titel made 
an eqaally able report upon this petition. 
Now, there can be Httlo doubt that tho 
\ttorney-Genoral was wrong in his-British 
low, aud, wrong in declining to ewry ont 
the Minute of the Governor, The Attor- 
acy-General ought to air his habeas corpus 
more frequently ; Aabeas corpus is often 
referred to in the correspondenca, and that 
instramont ought to have been wred ; in 
this case, in which tho Governor called 
upon him to act, the purchaser of the girl 
was about to commit a breash of Chinsso 
law and custom if he was going to send 
avay the child from his house. Every 
Chinese women or child io Hongkon 
ought to be able to cling to tho skirts o! 
the Attornoy-General ond find safety under 
British law. Uf that wore so, and with the 
help of the Society instituted by Mr Pops 
Hennessy, the degrading protection of tha 
Licensing Or inance, even if euch protec 
tion existed, would be unneoessity, On 
the ther hand, the Chief jum ica, I egret 
to tay, has rus ed into wild exaxyorating, 
If hia judument were to be carried out he 
would ba separsting many married oouples, 
and dissolving wha’. are afie: all appron i 
ships, which aro bh -neficial tu all paitica, 
have beon authorised by responsible ;e-sons 
in tho Chineso Embassy in Loudon to sate 
that the Chinese cussm of puro iasing 
children is most beneficial to humanity, 
and that it is the greatcheck on infauticide, 
espocially female infan icide, That whiod 
i heard at tho hinese Embassy is aot 
out in the petition of the Chinese of H ing- 
kong, and in Dr, Eitel’s report, I must 
say that Hongkong is to bo congratulated 
on the possession of Dr, Eitel. I know 
nothing moro of him than what I flud in 
the ofticial papers. Ho is a man of en- 
larged mind, well acquainted with Chinese 
custome, and drairoua of aoting in harmony 
with them, aud of improving them where 
possible ; and [ entroat tha Sxeretary of 
Stato for the Oolonies to yiva the atmost 
attention to his recommendations, 

The Earl uf Kimberley replied that the 
oorrespondencs desired by the noble lord 
would be producad. ‘The question to which 
he had referred had created much interest 
in the colony of Hongkong. ‘Lhe first ra- 
lated to the modo of denling with tho Chi- 
nose institition of domestic servitude. 
It appeared that it was tha practice 
of the Chineso to purchase children 
for adoption iato a famlly, and a sam of 
money was’ pald on the occasion. A casa 
having arisen, the Chief Justice oxpressed 
himself in an‘ extra-judicial opinion very 
strongly that both these practices ware cons 
trary to Hnglish lew agalust slavery and 
the slave trade, The Governor of Hong 
kong had taken thts opivion iato consider- 
ation, and ordered a prosecution ; bat the 
Attorney Ge.eral differed from them, and 
the acting Atturney Goneral had alnoa 
taken a similar viow. The point boing one 
of very great diffloulty, he (Lord Kimbor- 
toy) had written to. the Governor reqneut: 
ing iim to forward the Obie Juatios’s opi: 
anion, That boing tho position of the mat+ 
ter, ho was not able to giv ny: informa. 
tion.as to the course the Goverament would’ 
adopt. At the samo time, he might say 
that this institation had existed trom time 
immemorial, and they must ba ovefal not 
to confound the habits and inatitutiona of 
the people with what prevailed in «thor 
parte of tho world, Tho custom of adop= 
tion was deeply interwoven with the forms 
of Chinese society, As to the other branch 
of the noble lord’s subj ‘ot, that referring to 
the report of the Commissioners appointed 
to enquire into the Ordinance of 1867, the 
noble Harl remarked that great difficulty 
had arieen in connection with some branch= 
os of the subject, He was able ta exonere 
ate-th e-entively ould-no a 
the praotices in detail, they wore so revolt- 
jog, It must, however, be said that some 
time ago the Governor put a atop to ins 
spcotion, and it was nolonger in force, To 
prevent the kidnapping of girls an offar had 
been made by some Chinese gentlemen to 
form themselves into a society to put it 
down, and of this he entirely approved, 
Lhe whole question would require the moat 
careful consideration of tho Government,
